'JTlic Steamer vritli Which the Wcst-

channel early Monday morning, and fears

was tho big emigrant ship of the 


lied Star line, the Nederland, which sailed 
from Antwerp on the llthinsj. 
Tiie agoiits 


of the line in this city, Peter Wright it Sona, 
are confident that the ill-fated vcgsel is not 
the Nederland, assigning among other reasons 
for that confidence that it tho Nodorlaud had 
not boon signaled along tho various points on 
the English channel coast word to that effect 
would have been wired to Antwerp, and they 
would havo been advised by cable of the de- 
lay. 
No such news has reached them from the 


Antwerp agency, which is kept well informed of 
the moyemeuts'of outward bonne vessels jaat as 
tho Philadelphia agcucv is of all vessels leaving 
this port. JJut more than this, it ia believed 
that tho Noderhind was fully tvro hundred and 
fifty miles west of the place where tho collision 
occurred. She sailod from Antwerp at 1 p. m. 
of Saturda}7, and from Flushing four hours 
later. Dover the first signal point, is eightv- 
four miles fromF!usl:ing,aTidBeacliey head,tfio 
scene of the disaster fifty miles from Dover. 
This entire distance of llj'l- miles the Neder- 
laud could make bv 5 a. m. Sunday morning, 
and fihc ought to have nailed fully two hun- 
dred and iifty iniics woafc up to Lizard point 
by 1 o'clock Monday morning, when the col- 
lision between tho Westphalia and the un- 
known vessel took place. This consideration 
of tho questions of time and the vessel's sail- 
ing capacity, together with tho absence of nil 
advices from tho Antwerp agency, convince 
Peter Wright i Sons that the unfortunate ship 
in not tbo Nodorland.

hanged yesterday. Tho gallows was Greeted 
iu the jail-yard. Nearly a hundred officials, 
reporters and clergymen wero admitted. Tho 
drop fell at half-past Ili, and in fifteen min- 
utes ho was dead. There was very little ex- 
citement. Tho execution was private. 


After hia arms wore pinioned he called for a 


man who could talk Indian, and with but HUio 
delay an interpreter was procured from out- 
Bide, and Bravo Boar had a few moments' 
private conversation with him in tho Sioux 
language. Ho maclo no confession, but did 
not deny tho deed foi* which ho was convicted. 
Ho asked tho interpreter to wend word to Inn 
people to make no attempt to avenge his death, 
to kill no horses, and to omit all the customary 
mourning exorcises. Ho alno asked that the 
message ho had sent to his people bo con- 
voyed to the president of tho United States 
that the great father might/ know l;u bid given 
good advice. At the eonchiHion of his? l;uk 
Bravo Boar was led to tho place o!' c'xucnlion, 
just outsido tho building, lie mounted tho 
scaffold with a linn tread, and stood upon (ho 
trap which was so soon to drop i'roni beneath 
him and hurl him into eternity. His logs wore 
sociirely pinioned by straps and buckles, arid 
tho ropo adjusted about his neck, Tho black 
can was drawn ovor his face a:id then most 
of "the attendants stepped back to tho side 
platform. 


Brave Bear was beginning to weaken, and it

Carpet Hectics. 


The carpet-beetle is one of tho worst, 


most destructive, and difficult to over- 
come of all household insects. It was 
introduced into the United States from 
Kurope, and is sometimes miscalled the 
"Buffalo moth," probably f roni tho fact, 
ono author claims, it was lii-st noticed ;is 
destructive in this country at Buffalo, 
N. Y. It has not yet, that we are aware 
of, made its appearance in Iowa, but is ! 
likely at any time to become an unwel- 
come and troublesome visitant. 
; 


It is claimed (and we are thankful to 


say we have not yet come into practical 
personal contact with this beetle, and 
that our knowledge of it is gained from 
others) "that it has been known to cut 
a carpet into strips from end to end as 
clean and straight as if it had been cut 
by a sharp knife or scissors." It also 
destroys furs, woolen clothes, leather, 
dried plants and preserved animals. It 
does all the damage in the larva or worm 
state. The larva is described as being 
nearly one quarter of an. inch long, with 
six logs, and running nimbly. If turned 
upon its back it will spring upward to 
regain its feet just like the big black 
snapping beetle with which so many of 
the boys are acquainted. 
"It is of a 


brownish color, appearing as if branded | 
in two shades, the darkest being the ' 
central portion of each ring." Tho j 
beetle is about one-twelfth of an inch j 
long, black marked with red and white, 
und has been found to live upon the 
pollen of the spiraea blossoms. Tho 
female beetles enter the house, deposit 
their eggs along the edges of the carpets 
or other woolen goods, although pos- 
sessing a partiality for carpets. The 
larv.u or worms hatch, and nature form- 
ing the pupie within their larval skins, 
from which the beetles emerge and 
leave the house, the females only re- 
entering. 


In some parts of the country it has 


become so troublesome that carpets have, 
had to be dispensed with and mattings 
used in their place. Mostof tho common 
remedies are ineffectual, but it is said 
that cotton, saturated with ben/inc 01 
kerosene, stuffed into the joinings ol 
Moors and crevices beneath base boards 
diii-ina; the winter months, will destroy 
them. Benzine is the more preferable 
to use, because it will not soil the car- 
pets ; but it is so extremely inflammable 
that its use is dangerous. Boiling hot 
water is effectual. It seems to us, if the 
larva; wore working in a carpet, they 
could be steamed to death by wetting n 
cloth, laying it on the carpet and then 
ironing with a hot iron, in the same 
manner as plaitlngs arc pressed.— 
cilice li.

The note was written by John Wilkes 


Booth in 1865, two days before Lincoln 
was assassinated. la April, 1865, the 
Allegheny merchant went to Baltimore 
to endeavor to find some traces of his 
brother, who had gone from Pittsburgh 
as a soldier in the early part of the war. 
"The second day after my arrival in 
Baltimore," said the merchant, "I called 
at the house of Mrs. 
. 
The family- 


consisted of Mrs. 
, her daughter Es- 


telle, and Robert, a boy about twelve 
years old. 
Miss Estelle was between 


eighteen and twenty years old, and was 
rather pretty. She was tall and slender, 
and talked with groat spirit. 
She was 


very graceful and . quick witted, and 
sang well. When I had told Mrs. 
what my errand was in Baltimore she 
expressed a great deal of sympathy for 
my mother, and insisted'upon my occu- 
pying the room which belonged to her 
son who was in the army. 
" Mrs. 
told me that her daughter 


had formed a fancy for a man who did 
not care for her, and who was an actor. 
She said that nothing had ever come out 
of the matter, and she did not think 
there was anything to foar, but she. did 
not like the man's profession, although 
:8he took pains to assure me that he was 
.a gentleman; had always acted in the 
most honorable way, and never seemed 
jto notice that Estolle cared for him, but 
talked to her about music and the stage, 
^and took an interest in her musical 
'studies. 


"One morning Miss Estelle and I. 


were at the breakfast table, Mrs. 
having excused herself, as she had some 
household duties to attend to. The 
young lady's attention was evidently 
preoccupied about something, for she 
talked at random and seemed to be 
thinking. At last she said, with a rather 
odd exrpession of face : 
" 'I expect a friend to call on me this 


afternoon. I think you will like him. 
lie is very fond of music.' 


"I asked who he was, and she looked 


rather disturbed at my question, but 
replied: 
" 'He is my best friend. He is an 


actor, and is coming over from Wash- 
ington.' 


"I remembered what her mother had 


told mo, and I changed the topic of 
conversation. In the afternoon, about 
'four o'clock, I was sitting in the parlor 
with Estolle, when her brother Bob 
came in with a letter for her. 
Siie 


blushed when she saw the handwriting 
on the envelope, and tore it open has- 
tily. Then her expression changed, and 
she showed that she had been disap- 
pointed. She road tho letter two or 
three times and then exclaimed: 


, "'It's top bad. 
He isn't coming. 1 


think ho might have written more than 
that, don't you P' 


• 
"£ihc tossed the letter to me, and 


turning around to the piano, began 
V/laying. I absently folded and refolded 
her note until I had it in a crumpled 
little roll, and when she started to go 
upstairs to dress for supper, the note 
'could not bo found. 
She was a little 


vexed at my eaiiessness at first, but soon 
recovered her temper and did not allude 
;to it again. Three days after that I 
was to go home. I got up early to make 
arrangements and went out on the 
street, where I heard of the assassina- 
tion of Lincoln. When I returned, Mrs. 


and Estelle were awaiting my ap- 


pearance to sit down to breakfast. I 
wat greatly excited, and exclaimed as I 
entered: 
" 'President Lincoln was murdered, in 


Washington last night!' 
; 
"Both ladles screamed and looked 


frightened, and Mrs. 
cried out: 


'Oh, they will kill all of us who arc 
friends of the South. Who did it?' 
" 'A scoundrelly actor named Booth 


.—John Wilkes Booth.' The words were 
: scarcely out of my mouth before Estelle 
.gave a scream and fell forward upon the 
table, and from there to the floor, drag- 
ging the breakfast things about her 
with a crash. The mother seemed to be 
almost as much affected as her daugh- 
ter, but she loosened Estelle's dress and 
lifted her up, while I bathed her head 
with water. I was terribly confused, but 
I suggested that I should go for a doc- 
tor. Mrs. 
at the mere suggestion 


almost screamed. 
" 'No 1 no! No one must know it!' 
"'Know what?' I asked. 
'"Why, don't you know? 
Don't 


you know that John Booth was tho man 
I told you about— tho man she is in love 
with?' 
" Then I remembered the note, and 


the fact that it was signed 'J. W. B.' 
Estelle had not mentioned the name, 
and that was why f. did not understand 
it. Mrs. 
was wild with terror, and 


feared that her daughter might be sus- 
pected of having some connection with 
the plot of Boom and his companions. 
Estelle was ill, and did not leave her 
room, and I never saw her after that 
awful morning, poor girl! 
" On my way home I found Booth's 


note in my pocket, where I must have 
put it without knowing it after I had 
rolled it up in a ball. I kept it then as a 
memento. The business Booth refers to 
was evidently that of the plot. 


"I don't know whether Estelle is 


living or not. 
She was when I was in 


Baltimore two years ago. 
Her mother 


was dead, and Estelle was living with 
some relatives near Bowling Green, Va., 
and not far from Garrett farm, where 
the man sho loved was shot in a barn 
twelve days after he had murdered the 
President of the United States."—Pitts- 
burgh Telegraph.
